Each time the key is pressed, the operation mode changes. (These keys function only when receiving FM broadcasts.) 


ACTIVE RECEPTION key 

When you press the ACTIVE RECEPTION key, the “ACTIVE 
RECEPTION” indicator lights in the display. If you perform 
a tuning operation or recall a preset station in this mode, 
the tuner will automatically switch the IF BAND and AUTO 
STEREO/MONO functions to obtain the optimum recep- 
tion conditions for the signal being received. 

Normally leave the ACTIVE RECEPTION mode ON. 


IF BAND key 

This function lets you set the intermediate frequency 
pass band to WIDE (wide band), or NARROW (narrow 
band).
